President Roosevelt called in 
Lewis Douglas, director of the 
budget, to aid in com pleting his 
budget message, which is ex ­ 
pected to ask $2,600,000,000 for 
regular ex penditures and more 
th an $3,000,000,000 in emergency 
funds. 
In his annual message, to be 
read on the opening day of co n­ 
gress, m any observers ex pect the 
President to speak of m onetary 
m atters, possibly giving definite 
outlines to his currency plans.

Rushv ille a nd this entire 
sectio n o f India na ha s a dv a nced o n the co mmercia l a nd indus­ 
tria l tide which ha s ca rried this na tio n to the hea d o f the 
wo rld's list o f republics. This a dv a ncement ha s dema nded 
mo dern fa cilities o f ev ery na ture a nd a full rea liza tio n tha t, 
fo r Rushv ille to keep its pro per po sitio n, to esta blish itself a s 
a ho me city , to pro v ide co nv eniences fo r its ho me peo ple en­ 
jo y ed by tho se in o ther cities it must keep a brea st o f the 
times. 
To day , in Rushville, it is so 
easy to push a butto n an d flo o d 
the ro o m with light~o r o pen a 
gas valve and start a ho t fire in 
the sto ve and, so accusto med

Nature, while in a m o st frien d­ 
ly mo o d, depo sited in the tra d­ 
ing area surro unding Rushville 
an inexhaustible supply o f n a ­ 
tural gas. Fo r upwards o f fifty 
y ears gas has been a co mmo d­ 
ity in this sectio n, undevelo ped 
but reco gnized. So me o f the gas 
wells, sunk half a cen tury ago , 
are still pro ducing gas in co m­ 
m ercial quantities. There were 
fro m time to time, gas co m pan ­ 
ies o rganized an d w ith small 
equipm ent attem pted to supply 
gas, in co mmercial service, to 
co mmunities in this sectio n.
